WASHINGTON Look for samc-scx marriage 
to be a flashpoint in states again this year, 
both in legislatures and at the ballot box. 

The governors of Maryland and Washing- 
ton state, both Democrats, have pledged to 
press for legislation to make gay marriage 
legal. “It’s time, it’s the right thing to do, and 
I will introduce a bill to do it,” Washington 
Gov. Chris Gr ego ire announced this month. 

Maryland Gov Martin O’Malley has 
vowed he would renew efforts this year after 
a measure to legalize same-sex marriage fell 
short last year and was withdrawn. 

Currently Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Iowa, New Hampshire, Vermont and New 


York, plus the Dis-trict of Columbia, have 
laws legalizing same-sex marriage. 

White New 'fork’s gay marriage law got 
most of the national attention last year, Dela- 
ware, Hawaii and Rhode Island all passed civ- 
il union laws in 2011, and a previously passed 
civil union law in Illinois went into effect. 

Along with Newjcrscy those are the only 
states with civil union laws, says Sarah War- 
below, director of Sitatc legislative issues for 
the Human Rights Campaign. However, 
domestic partnership laws in California, 
Nevada, Oregon and Washington state are 
equivalent to legalized civil unions, she says. 

Here’s a look at the issue across the conn- 
try. 



MARYLAND 
WASHINGTON STATE 

If Maryland and 
Washington join the 
states legalizing same- 
sex marriage, opponents 
of gay marriage will try 
to collect enough signatures to 
bring the issue before voters via 
ballot referendum in November. 



MINNESOTA 


D Voters will see on this 
year's ballot a proposed 
constitutional amendment from 
the legislature that defines mar- 
riage as the union between a 
man and a woman. 



NORTH CAROLINA 

^ A proposal from the state 

i ■ legislature goes beyond 

banning gay marriage and bars 
civil unions and domestic part- 
nerships, advocates say. Voters 
will take up the question May 12 
during the Republican primary. 


NEW JERSEY 

D Democrats are pushing 
for a gay marriage law 
rather than the state’s current 
civil union statute. ‘This is about 
doing what’s right and ensur- 
ing full equal and civil rights for 
all New Jerseyans.” said Senate 
President Steve Sweeney, adding 
he “made a mistake ” two years 
ago when he abstained on a gay 
marriage measure and it failed. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 

D Efforts are afoot to roll 
back the state’s same- 
sex marriage law Groups 
began running radio and TV 
ads against the repeal in early 
January, just as the GOP presi- 
dential contenders and media 
converged in that state for the 
first 2012 presidential primary 


Fact: Same-sex marriage did not appear on any statewide ballot in 2010, for the first time in more than a decade, but it has been a major ballot issue in most recent election years. 
In 2004, voters in 13 states took up the issue, rewriting their constitutions to limit marriage to heterosexuals.

I’d smacked 
abruptly into a just- 
opened car door, 
tumbling face-first 
off my bike and onto 
a frost-covered side 
street near my Logan 
Square apartment

FIRST MAJOR WINTER WEATHER OF THE YEAR PACKS A PUNCH

Evening commuters were hitting slushy, slick 
expressways and snow-covered side streets as 
they made their way home through Thursda/s 
snowstorm. 

“Right now we’re seeing the snow is starting 
to accumulate,” Guy Tridgell, a spokesman for 
the Illinois Department ofTransportation, said 
at 3:30 p.m. “Expressways seem to be in a little 
better shape than the arterial streets and some 
of the suburban roads and the outlying areas.” 

The department’s “full complement” of 
trucks and plows in the Chicago area— 365— 
were deployed on the roads, he said. 

“The challenge for us is the temperature con- 
tinuing to drop because the melting power of

salt diminishes and it’s not as effective,” Tridgell 
said. “People need to be aware that there are 
slick spots all over the system right now” 

Motorists should be prepared for a “much 
longer” commute home, Tridgell said. He urged 
motorists to drive slower, increase their follow- 
ing distance and allow extra time. 

On highways in Cook County patrolled by 
the Illinois state police, traffic was jammed up 
by the weather as of 3:30 p.m. 


“Things are bad everywhere,” Chicago Dis- 
trict Trooper Michael Bobko said. “"'JCb’ve had 
multiple crashes all over the place.” 

Bobko said there were no reports of any road 
closures, and none of the crashes were serious. 

The city has its full force of 278 snow fighting 
trucks out for the evening rush hour, according 
to a release from the Department of Streets and 
Sanitation. 

“While all of the snowplows are working to 
clear the main arterial streets, falling snow and 
dropping temperatures can reduce visibility and 
make portions of the roadway slick at points,” De- 
partment of Streets and Sanitation Commission- 
er Tom Byrne said. “Motorists should drive with 
added caution during their evening commutes.”

Foreclosures down, auctions up

Foreclosure activity in the Chicago area was 
at its lowest level in three years in 2011, but 
the number of local homes sent to court-or- 
dered auctions or repossessed by lenders rose 
in the fourth quarter, according to a report 
released Thursday 

The temporary slowdown was expected, as 
mortgage servicers curtailed their foreclosure 
processing for much of the year while they at- 
tended to investigations of their foreclosure 
procedures and documentation. During the 
third and fourth quarters, foreclosure activity 
again picked up and resulted in an increase in 
the number of properties headed back into 
banks’ hands, according to a year-end report 
from RealtyTrac. 

In the six Chicago-area counties of Cook, 


DuPage, Kane, Kendall, Lake and Will, court- 
ordered auctions of homes rose 62 percent in 
the fourth quarter to 6,112 properties from 
3,766 homes in the third quarter. Meanwhile, 
the number of homes repossessed by lenders 
in the fourth quarter rose ii percent from the 
same period in 2010, to 7,722 homes, the com- 
pany said. 

Economists and housing analysts have pre- 
dicted continued declines in home prices this 
year as that distressed inventory moves onto 
the market and is sold at a discount. 

Calling the foreclosure process a “highly 
dysfunctional” one that has resulted in dra- 
matic delays, RealtyTrac CEO Brandon 
Moore said he expected foreclosure activity 
this year to be greater than it was in 2011 but 
still below the 2010 peak. 





THE DIGIT 

Locally, 56,648 homes received 
foreclosure filings in Cook County in 
2011, a drop of 30 percent from 2010 
and 21 percent from 2009.

Lincoln Square taps 
’hood breweries

Years ago, drinking locally wasn’t about sip- 
ping the beer made in your city— it meant 
drinking the beer from your neighborhood. 
Prohibition and the rise of conglomerates put 
an end to that habit. 

But the craft-beer boom has turned drink- 
ers toward local beer once more, and increas- 
ingly, that means drinking in the neighbor- 
hood. 

On Jan. 28, that will be on display in Lin- 
coln Square, where the local chamber of 
commerce will host the first Lincoln Square 
Winter Brew, a neighborhood beer festival (of 
sorts) from 7-11 p.m. at the Dank Haus. 

Granted, there aren’t enough breweries in 
Chicago for any part of town to quite pull off 
a true neighborhood beer fest, but Winter 
Brew will do its best. Five breweries will be 
pouring, including Half Acre and Metropoli- 
tan (both essentially from the hood) as well as 
5 Rabbit, Finch’s and Revolution. Food will be 
provided by neighborhood restaurants Foun- 
tainhead and The Grafton. 

Also, awards will be handed out for the 


chamber’s first home-brew competition, sub- 
missions for which are being accepted until 
Sunday The Lincoln Square chamber is so se- 
rious about local beer that it recently started 
Square Kegs, a craft-beer committee that 
doubles as a home-brew club. 

“When we talk local, we mean Lincoln 
Square,” said Rich Forsythe, chair of the com- 
mittee. “I believe in the loo-mile diet con- 
cept thing.” 

As for the beer festival, entry is $10, with 
extra cost for tickets that can be exchanged 
for beer and food. Though a complete list of 
the beers being poured is not yet available, 
there are at least a couple of impressive op- 
tions on the menu, including Cleetus’ Slack 
Jawed Dunkel (a collaboration between 
Finch’s and chef Cleetus Friedman of City 
Provisions) and Revolution’s 2010 Vintage 
Barrel-Aged Black Power Stout. 

Forsythe said the chamber is hoping to 
throw a similar festival this summer, though 
it will be larger, longer and outdoors. Who 
knows? There could even be a couple of new 
Lincoln Square breweries by then.

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Does Corgan have another 
smash hit on his hands with 
Resistance Pro wrestling league?

Billy Corgan’s career has been full of drama. As Smashing 
Pumpkins frontman, he’s endured unexpected twists and 
turns and accusations of back-stabbing. 

That’s just how^ he wants it in his newest venture. 

In November— on Black Friday, fittingly— Corgan 
launched Resistance Pro, an indie wrestling league based 
in his hometown of Chicago. On Friday night, the league’s 
first heavyweight champion will be crowned at Excalibur. 

Corgan and sports might seem like an odd fit, but it’s 
not. He’s a die-hard Cubs fan (and Ryne Sandberg sup- 
porter) and played sports throughout his childhood. 


“I was a total jock and would have preferred to be an athlete than 
a musician,’^ said Corgan, 44. 

Corgan’s wrestling interest was born in the ’70s and ’80s thanks 
to TV’s “Bob Luce Wrestling.” During his “goth teens,” as he 
called them, his interest faded before he rediscovered wrestling 
during the late ’90s. That’s when he met many wrestlers and be- 
came interested in the business side of the sport. The result is Re- 
sistance Pro. 

He said the marriage of music and wrestling was natural. 

“There’s a certain affinity wrestlers and musicians have because 
the lifestyle is really, really similar— the audience focus, personaH- 
ty-driven, and creating some drama about what’s going to happen,” 
Corgan said. 

Although the WWE is seeing a resurgence in popularity nation- 
wide, Corgan said there’s a wide gap between indie wrestling and 
the professional scene, avoid he hopes to fill with Resistance. 

“It’s some of the old values system but updated, which is pretty 
similar to what I’ve done with my band,” he said. “I took classic 
rock values and updated them to a different generation. That’s 
kind of our approach. We want to have a lot of fun with it, to kind 
of bring back a little bit more whimsical spirit.” 

Ultimately, Corgan said with a TV deal— a reality show is in the 
works — he sees Resistance regularly drawing 2,500 people on a 
Saturday afternoon, comparing it to the circus or a Wolves game. 

Another of his goals with Resistance is to feature female wres- 
tlers in a new light, as the Pumpkins did with bassist D’Arcy 
Wretzky She was disrespected as a woman in rock, Corgan said, so 
he’s sensitive to the way women are seen in a male-dominated form

of entertainment. 

“(1^'emale wrestlers) are athletes, they're 
dedicated, they're just as interested in kick- 
ing ass as the guys,” he said, “Maybe they 
have a different set of storylines, but we 
want to get them out of the typical story- 
lines they’re put in, which are ultimately mi- 
sogynistic.” 

During the inaugural Resistance match, 
Chicago's Melanie Cruise was crowned wom- 
en’s champion. Cruise said she's worked hard 
to be taken seriously as a female wrestler, 
insisting she be trained the same way as her 
male counterparts. She said Corgan's effort to 
distance women from the “Barbie doll” ste- 
reotype is appreciated* 

“I want people to see girls can wrestle old- 
school just like the guys do,’' Cruise said* 
“When we travel to places like Arizona and 
Florida, they are baffled by the way we wres- 
tle, All the girl matches there arc comedy* Rut 
the Chicago girls arc old-school* 

“Rut it’s still entertaining and still the 
boobs and the ass*” 

Wresting has been a part of Cruise’s life 
since high school, when she would watch her 
friends wrestle. She at tended Wes tern Illinois 
University on a track and field scholarship for 
two years, then quit, and her first day back in 
Chicago she started wrestling* 

Cruise has been in the sport for five years 
now and dreams of being in the WWE, 

“I love being another character,” she said. 
'When you walk through the curtains, every- 
thing is left at the curtains. It's a totally differ- 
ent world.” 

And Corgan said he wants to keep his 
wrestlers a part of that world* He has become 
friends with former WWE star Chris No- 
winski, who was forced to retire because of 
concussions he suffered, Nowinski joined the 
Sports Legacy Institute and has been a lead- 
ing proponent of concussion awareness. Re- 
sistance is the first wrestling league to comply 
with the SLFs concussion gtiideUnes and has 
doctors on-site to check wrestlers for concus- 
sions before and after matches. 

“W^hen you see what's going on with [the 
NIlLs] Sidney Crosby, it just breaks your 
heart because you wonder if those issues 
could have been prevented with the right 


care,” Corgan said* “From the data standpoint 
and the stories I'm hearing, it’s going to be a 
huge issue, like capital I I-U-G-E issue.” 

Corgan doesn't deny his musical pedigree 
might draw fans to his wrestling league, but 
he's careftil not to lean too heavily on his mu- 
sic, 

“If they come to one show and they don’t 
like it, they're not going to keep coming be- 
cause they’re a fan of the Pumpkins,” Corgan 
said, “If I have to cheat the numbers by doing 
my music stuff, that's really disingenuous and 
doesn't really build the business.” 

Corgan said it’s the storylines— which he is 
writing himself— that will keep fans coming 
back. But don’t expect to see him in the ring 
anytime soon. 

“If I did, there would have to be a damn 
good reason and right now there isn’t a damn 
good reason. [Laughs.]”

Much of “The Iron 
Lady” features post- 
retirement, ex-British 
Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher (Meryl 
Streep) doddering around the house, imagin- 
ing her deceased husband (Jim Broadbent) 
still is hanging around with her. Meanwhile, 
the movie covers Thatcher’s relationship with 
Ronald Reagan, Nelson Mandela and the fall 
of the Berlin Wall in a montage. 

Weird. 

“The Iron Lady” could have been a 
complete portrait of how one ambitious, un- 
wavering grocer’s daughter became the first 
female prime minister in England and what 
she did in the role. Instead, the film generally 
depicts how a hard-working professional has 
little time left for family and struggles to ac- 
climate to the powerlessness of everyday life 
when the job ends. Maybe Thatcher serves 
as a good example of that experience, but 
it doesn’t seem specific to her. Surely most 


world leaders feel like that at some point. 

Obviously, Streep’s wholly credible per- 
formance keeps “The Iron Lady” watchable, 
especially in Thatcher’s small reactions that 
break up a movie full of many, many Oscar 
moments. At times the entire film seems 
like a “For Your Consideration” awards reel, 
prone to major declarations ofThatcher’s 
purpose rather than finding an effective 
approach to dramatizing the story of a stub- 
born woman who apparently never backed 
down from anyone or anything ever. 

Writer Abi Morgan (“Shame”) and director 
Phyllida Lloyd (“Mamma Mia!”), employing 
too many fussy zooms and quick cuts, also 
don’t form an opinion as to whether a male 
leader also would have lost favor in office had 
he bullied staffers like Thatcher did. 

Only occasionally does “Iron lady” empha- 
size the importance of having someone like 
Thatcher in position at a time when the Cold 
War, IRA attacks and economic hardship left 
Britain feeling uncertain and in need of guid- 
ance. That leaves “Iron Lady” well behind the 
entertaining complexity of “The Queen,” but 
at least it’s better than “J. Edgar.”

This is the major insight of writer-director 
Edward Burns’ inane “Newlyweds,” which 
has nothing in common with “Bridesmaids” 
but shares a lot with many other sources. 
Burns (“The Brothers McMullen”) bites con- 
flict from a “Seinfeld” episode, a line from 
“Chasing Amy” and needlessly has characters 
address the camera a la “The Office” to com- 
ment on what just happened. 

Meanwhile, Linda (Kerry Bishe), who 
could be in the dictionary under “hot mess,” 
feels like a thinly sketched combination of 
Charlize Theron’s destructive home-wrecker 
in “%ung Adult” and Carey Mulligan’s dam- 
aged drama fiend in “Shame.” 

Linda travels from L.A. to New York, 
where she finagles a temporary stay with her 
half-brother Buzzy (Burns, who shouldn’t 
name characters “Buzzy”) and his new wife 
Katie (Caitlin Litzgerald)— who are con- 
vinced their marriage will succeed because 
work schedules often prevent them from 
seeing each other. Add in Linda’s recently 
married ex (Johnny Solo), Katie’s recovering 
alcoholic Irish ex (Dara Coleman), Katie’s 
intolerable sister (Marsha Dietlin) and her 
unhappy husband (Max Baker), and Burns 
has cooked up a big steaming pot of family 



dysfunction. 

But he forgets to save any issues for his 
own character. 

“Newlyweds” revolves around a nice, in- 
nocent guy and the messed-up people around 
him. Burns seems to think he’s the first guy 
to ruminate about the reasons people get 
married. He recognizes the problems, but 
stops before making a statement about them, 
giving his film an exasperated tone that 
achieves nothing profound. 

Buzzy questions what thoughts are better 
kept to himself Until he has more to say. 
Burns should follow his own advice.

Fades,” youVe likely 
going to shrug, think- 
ing you Ve seen plenty

and movies about teen outcasts trying to fit

You haven’t seen “The Fades*” 


Created byjack'lliorne (British versions 
of “Skins” and “Shameless”), this six-part hor- 
ror series skillfully crosses “Superbad” with 
“'The Sixth Sense” and just a drop of “Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer.” It’s a funny, creepy, 
touching thriller that had me laughing one 
second and peeking between my fingers the 
next.

It’s caused by the anxiety he feeb over his 
parents’ divorce. 

Then Neil Qohnny Harris), the man who 
was attacked, tracks Paul down and tells 
him the truth. Paul can see ghosts, or Fades, 
because he is an AngeUc, a stipe rnaturally 
powered ghost buster of sorts. Neil explains 
that the Fades are trapped on Farth, partly 
because humanity’s expanding concrete foot- 
print has taken away too many “ascension 
points” through which they could move on.

The scene 

Chef and South 
Loop resident 
Ryan Me Caskey 
wanted to fiii a 
fine-dining void 
in his neighbor- 
hood, and that's exactiy what he's done with 
Acadia, located on Wabash just a couple of 
blocks south of Zapatista and Gioco. Though 
all the trappings of upscale eating are here — 


bottled water, amuse bouches and fornnal ser- 
vice— the prices are close to what you might 
be used to paying at more casual downtown 
spots, with first courses running S8-S15, and 
S22-S28 for most entrees. 

The food 

Sunchoke vebute (S8) is a velvety soup-ified 
version of the classic cream sauce with hazel- 
nuts, grapes and pancetta, \^iiile risotto {$10) 
isn't really risotto at all, with tiny chunks of 


potato and apple standing in for rice. Even 
dishes that sound commonplace — such as 
the beet salad— arc beautifully plated works 
of art here. 

The drinks 

Former Graham Elliot beverage director 
Michael Simons created a tight lineup of 
complex, well-balanced signature cocktails 
($12) with small-batch spirits. Though some 
of the flavors may sound far-flung— such as 


a mezeal old fashioned with tomatillo agave, 
mole bitters and a coconut-dill ice cube — 
they taste much more subtle in the glass. 

Worth noting 

The bar, spacious and separate from the 
dining room with trusted pro Simons slinging 
drinks, has the potential to draw its own 
crowd, especially because the neighborhood 
is low on spots for a nicely shaken craft cock- 
tail, But the stilted manner of the servers

“chicken thigh” ($5.50) actually was chicken 
meatballs, and that the “chicken wings” ($6) 
would arrive boneless. 


ioneds should try the Two Tribes ($8) made 
with rye, barrel-aged stonefruit bitters, am- 
aro and palm sugar served on the rocks. For 
something really different, sip the seasonal 
flavor of chuhai, a shochu-spiked soda ($8). 
Unrelated: The gigantic paper towel roUs in 
the restrooms and checks served up in Japa- 
nese fish tins were the talk of our table. 

Low points 

Shared plates can be fun, except when said 
plates are not actually shareable in practice. 
Some dishes split well between two people 
but not more, while others seemed to make 
more sense just for one person, such as a 
single steamed bun stuffed with shreds of 
beef short rib ($6.50). The maitake mush- 
room with poached egg and cubes of dashi 
jelly ($10) was a pain to divide, especially with 
the provided chopsticks (though when we 
asked if it was lame to ask for silverware, our 
server joked that eating with chopsticks, sil- 
verware or your hands were all encouraged). 
Soft-serve ice cream ($5) with crystallized 
ginger and buckwheat caramel didn’t top that 
of other spots doing the same, such as Xoco 
and Grahamwich.
